Work on the Ramona Freeway 
east of Los Angeles ccntinues at 
a brisk pace. 

The State Highway Commission 
has budgeted $1,896,400 for Ra- 
mona Freeway projects, according 
to James A. Guthrie, state high- 
way commissioner of San Bern- 
ardino.
